City Council Discusses Cable TV ... Again 


Resolution of the city’s 
cable TV problems continues 
to perplex the City Council. 

After all the rhetoric — 
on a 4 to I vote the coun¬ 
cil voted to continue the mat¬ 
ter for an additional two 
weeks. With only Mayor Pro 
Tern Carlyle Griffin voting 
against, the council continued 
the matter to evaluate the 
matter further. 

Tuesday night, for more 
than four hours, the coun¬ 


cil spent more than time dis¬ 
cussing, hearing citizens’ 
comments, listening to alter¬ 
natives suggested by City At¬ 
torney Charles Martin, and 
discussing some more the 
question of whether or not to 
revoke the existing franchise 
of Teleprompter. 

During the course of the 
evening, the council heard 
charges of intimidation leveled 
against Teleprompter by both 
council member and audience 


member alike. 

Reading aloud a letter from 
Teleprompter’s attorney to 
City Attorney Martin, al¬ 
legedly written the same day 
and hand delivered to Martin 
just before Tuesday’s 6 p.m. 
meeting. Councilman Tom 
Edwards said, “It gets my ire 
up.’’ 

According to Edwards, the 
letter said that Teleprompter 
“does not intend to renegoti¬ 
ate something that has already 


been negotiated.’’ 

The letter continued, “If 
contrary to your recommen¬ 
dation, the resolution and 
ordinance (referring to the 
proposed new cable TV ordi¬ 
nance and resolution giving 
Teleprompter a new 15-year 
franchise) are not approved 
by the City Council, then 
Teleprompter will continue 
to operate under its existing 
franchise agreement. . .’’ 

Jim Haas, a member of the 


Mayor’s Cable TV advisory 
committee charged, “What 
we are getting is intimida¬ 
tion.’’ Haas drew a big laugh 
from the audience when he 
said, “If we are afraid of 
taking any action (to revoke) 
because we are afraid of get¬ 
ting sued, we would still be¬ 
long to England.’’ 

On a more somber note, 
the council heard the city at¬ 
torney describe the proposed 
ordinance and resolution as 


giving-the city about 80% 
of the items it wanted from 
Teleprompter. He described 
the complaints of the cable 
TV committee as following 
in the remaining 20% of the 
items not attained. 

Martin told the council the 
purpose of his weeks of nego¬ 
tiations with the cable Tv 
company was to give the city 
a third alternative —- a new 
cable TV franchise. According 
to Martin, the other two al¬ 


ternatives were either to con¬ 
tinue with the existing fran¬ 
chise without modification 
or to revoke the existing fran¬ 
chise. 

Martin added that four 
California cities had litigated 
cable TV problems and had, 
in every instance, lost their 
cases. 

Martin’s assessment of the 
litigation probabilities was 
refuted by many members of 
the audience. 


In fact, two attorneys, 
Steve Shirley and James 
Jones, volunteered their serv¬ 
ices in the event of litigation 
with Teleprompter. 

This offer of service was 
picked up by Mayor Elaine 
Rudolph who, citing the city’s 
well-known propensity for 
volunteer service, wondered if 
other attorneys would also 
volunteer their services — 
should there be any litiga-

Neighborhood Watch (| perret- 
program successful 


Rampant epidemic crime waves — affect¬ 
ing almost a third of all American households — 
have moved private citizens across the country 
to band together in Neighborhood Watch 
groups. So far, an estimated 6 to 10 million 
Americans are participating In volunteer anti- 
crime programs. 

Here Is how It works In the Jordan Park 
section of San Francisco: residents, alarmed 
by a rash of burglaries, called a neighborhood 
meeting at which they agreed to establish a 
crime-watch group and report all suspicious 
strangers and cars to the police. Police of¬ 
ficers Instructed them In reporting crime 
and In police-department procedure. 

“Results were not long In coming,” they 
report. “Shortly after the first meeting, a resi¬ 
dent spotted a stranger walking across the 
backyard carrying a bag. She telephoned 
police. Moments later another neighbor spot¬ 
ted the same man mounting a bicycle. She 
dialed the police. He was arrested three blocks 
away with Jewelry and other stolen loot.” 

While Individual structure of Neighbor¬ 
hood Watch can vary from group to group, 
the result Is the same: dramatic. 

One detrolt neighborhood cut its crime 
rate In half. 

According to Richard Shapiro, director of 
New York City’s programs, some communi¬ 
ties have reduced burglaries by as much as 
41%. Many successful groups have erected 
crime-watch signs In their area to warn street¬ 
wise criminals of their programs. 

Where they exist. Neighborhood Watch 
groups are effective deterrents against crime. 

A New Jersey crime prevention officer 
asked a p.ofessional burglar awaiting trial 
what deterrent worked best. Double locks? 
Lights at night? Dogs? 

His answer: “Those damned neighborhood 
crime-watch signs.” 


Female burglary 
suspect ‘not typical’ 

Sierra Madre police are looking for a dark- 
complexloned, nicely dressed female In her 
late 20s who has been seen In the vicinity 
of at least one burglary in the city. 

Police Chief Bill Betts said she has been 
In the area for about a year and that her modus 
operand! is the same in every case. 

She approaches a home, rings the door¬ 
bell, and If no one is home goes around 
the back door and breaks In. A male suspect 
vas seen picking her up In an older auto In 
one case, Betts said. 

If someone answers the door, she asks 
for an unknown person and when told the 
person does not live at that home, she thanks 
the resident and leaves. 

In all cases she is polite and hardly 
seems the type of burglar, Betts added.

Many articles of wearing ap¬ 
parel, raincoats, windbreakers, 
jackets, children’s playsuits, house¬ 
coats, removeablc linings, as well 
as household articles such as cur¬ 
tains, drapes and slipcovers are 
cither made of, trimmed with or 
treated with a butyrate or some 
other type of plastic. 

Admittedly they have many

Since the publication of the 
News story a week ago con¬ 
cerning possible problems of 
Sierra Madre children riding 
the school buses to and from 
Elliot School, Gary Hood, 
one of the parents complain¬ 
ing and interviewed, believes 
that many of the problems 
have been resolved. 

I Hood feels good about it 
and says, “It sounds like the 
answer to the problem if it 
works.” 

Hood adds, “Kids are now 
allowed to get on a bus at 
home without a pass if the 
regular driver is in charge 
and recognizes them. This is 
definitely a help but I hope 
this resolution continues.” 

Claude Fasick, director of 
transportation for the Pasa¬ 
dena Unified School District, 
explains that this is no new 
I'rule, it’s simply being en-

If a child has lost his bus 
pass or if it has been stolen, 
he goes to the school office, 
picks up a temporary pass 
to get him home and back the 
next morning. The school 
places an effective date on 
the pass of up to a week, 
Fasick explains, since it might 
take that long for the young¬ 
ster to obtain a permanent 
pass. Photos, imperative on 
passes these days, are only 
taken on Thursdays, so if 
the child loses his pass at 
the end of the week, he will 
be unable to get his perma¬ 
nent pass for nearly a week, 
Fasick says. 

Yes, a child can get on a 
bus without a pass if the 
bus driver knows him, but 
that is impossible if a sub¬ 
stitute is driving on that par¬ 
ticular day, Fasick explains. 

Hood also noted that an 
inspector had been put on 
buses to make sure there was 
no more trouble and he seems 
encouraged about that special 
assistance. 

But Fasick insisted, “There 
is no new ruling. It’s up to 
each school to determine 
how they will disseminate ap¬ 
propriate information (con¬ 
cerning bus procedures) to the 
youngsters. Different schools 
simply do it a different me¬ 
thod.” 

He added that behavior 
this year had improved mea- 
sureably sirtce bus pas.ses re¬ 
quired photos of the children.

tion — so that tax money 
would not be used for that 
purpose. 

Shirley made a formal pre¬ 
sentation to the council in¬ 
cluding a slide presentation 
att>u:ktng the proposed ordi¬ 
nance and resolution. 

He noted that Telepromp¬ 
ter had recently (1981) re¬ 
negotiated an existing fran¬ 
chise with Dubuque, Iowa. 
According to Shirley, the Du¬ 
buque francise costs the sub¬ 
scriber $1.55 a month less 
than the proposed fee for 
Sierra Madre yet more money 
ment is furnished on a per 
capita basis and more money 
spent on a per capita basis 
in Dubuque than is proposed 
for Sierra Madre. 

In his presentation, Shirley 
also compared parts of the 
proposed Sierra Madre fran¬ 
chise with the present San 
Marino and Los Angeles 
County ordinance, pointing 
out that the latter two were 
much more favorable to the 
resident. 

During his nearly 45-minute 
presentation, Shirley sug¬ 
gested the city retain an out¬ 
side consultant to assist it in 
evaluating the Teleprompter 
proposals. 

Uvilizing the phrase “fran¬ 
chise busting” Shirley said 
no other cable TV company 
will express an interest in 
coming into Sierra Madre 
unless and until the Tele¬ 


prompter franchise is re¬ 
voked. 

Pursing this theme, Shir¬ 
ley asked, “Where is the 
competition? No other cable 
TV company has made any 
proposal to the city.” An¬ 
swering his own question. 
Shirley continued, “There will 
be no competition so long as 
Teleprompter has a permit.” 
He added, “So long as there 
is no competition, we will 
not have good faith negotia¬ 
tions.” 

Jones continued the attack 
on the city’s cable franchise, 
stating he was not overly im¬ 
pressed by threats of litiga¬ 
tion by Teleprompter. He 
said, “Their service record is 
not something that became 
of record in March of 1981 
(when the present cable TV 
problems attracted the coun¬ 
cil’s attention). He said, 
“They have been hanging 
around for years. And it still 
takes two weeks for service.” 

Said Jones, “There comes 
a time when you have to say 
‘No more.’ 1 think we should 
take our chances in the 
courts.” 

Recently-retired Los An¬ 
geles County Chief Deputy 
Engineer Raymond W. 
Loomis, referred to the exist¬ 
ing service as a “travesty.” 
Loomis recommended to the 
council that it not sign anv 
resolution with Teleprompter 
now and expect it to deliver 


next summer. Rather, ac- 
sording to the civil engineer, 
the city should make Tele¬ 
prompter deliver now and sign 
in June. 

Loomis stated he was un¬ 
aware of any county cable 
TV contracts in which Tele¬ 
prompter was a bidder and 
that he knew of no county 
contracts held by it. 

Judy Dantoine, identifying 
herself as a 7-month city resi¬ 
dent, said of Sierra Madre, 
“This is the finest community 
we have ever lived in . . . ex¬ 
cept for the TV which is 
terrible. The service is ter¬ 
rible but the (Teleprompter) 
technicians are courteous and 
helpful when they arrive.” 

Several cable TV sub¬ 
scribers complained about 
the “new” service as com¬ 
pared to the prior service. 
Alice Huettis, stating she was 


a 20-year resident, talked of 
the good reception she had 
had until the new cable sys¬ 
tem was installed. She said 
her reception was now “ter¬ 
rible.” She also recited prob¬ 
lems about the non-compat- 
ability of her television set 
with the new equipment of¬ 
fered by Teleprompter. Huet¬ 
tis was also joined by several 
others who narrated examples, 
examples. 

Near the conclusion of the 
discussion the council was 
urged to resolve the matter 
that night by Jackie Dancy. 
Her statement drew much 
favorable comment from tlie 
audience but, as noted, sup¬ 
port only from the Mayor 
Pro Tern.
